Belleville DDA allocates $2,400 to 
fix damages to kayak/canoe launch

Over the past few weeks, damage has 
been done to the kayak/canoe launch in 
Horizon Park in the City of Belleville. 

At its regular meeting on July 20, the 
Belleville © Downtown Development 
Authority allocated $2,400 to pay for the 
replacement equipment and installation 
costs necessary to repair the structure. 

DDA Coordinator Carol Thompson 
provided pictures showing the ADA bench 
support/sign holder that was removed in 
June and the two rollers removed from the 
launch in July. 

Thompson said they have to replace the 
items stolen and figure out how to make it 
more secure, since the DDA has a contract 
with the Department of Natural Resources 
to maintain the launch. The MDNR paid 
for most of the launch project. 

A bracket and instructions on how to use 
the ADA facility were taken and last week 
they were taking rollers, Thompson said. 

Thompson said the rollers come in a set 
of five, at $1,267, and the DDA just needs 
two now, but the others could be kept for 
future repairs. That would be the cost 
plus whatever they charge for installation, 
which was as yet undetermined. 

Thompson said EZ Dock OIM of Caro 
charges $600 each fall and spring for 
maintenance. She said they have filed a 
police report and their insurance has a 
$1,000 deductible. 

“They tore off the bracket from the boat 
launch, the bolts are gone, the brackets are 
gone and some bolt holes are damaged,” 
she said. 

Jim Chudzinski, who recently was named 
to the DDA, suggested some ideas to make 
it more secure and said he would find time 
to go out and look at it. 

Thompson said one of the parts comes 
out for the winter months, so the bolt can’t 
be welded in, as suggested. 

“I think somebody stole it for the 
aluminum,” Chudzinski said, noting what 
they need to do is make it more secure. 

Kids probably pried up the rollers, he 
said, and they’re probably lying at the 
bottom of the lake. 

Thompson said, despite the no swimming 
signs, people have been swimming off 
and climbing up the launch which will 
eventually break it down. She provided 
pictures of more proposed signs for the 
launch. 

“We have a contract with the MDNR that 
we will maintain it,” Thompson said. 

“We need to get it repaired and get it 
fixed ... and we need better security,” 
Chudzinski said. 


Treasurer Sabrina Richardson Williams 
made a motion to allocate $2,400 for repair, 
seconded by Vice Chair Denise Baker and 
the motion passed unanimously. It was 
noted some will be paid by insurance. 

In other business at the 40-minute meeting 
July 20, the DDA: 

e Discussed the District Maintenance 
2016 Revised Calendar draft that outlines 
what the DDA would pay the city for 
maintenance in the DDA district. The 
previous agreement has expired and the 
City and DDA are negotiating for a new 
agreement. The DDA wants to cut back and 
has gone out for bids. A possible private 
contractor for mowing parks and municipal 
property is being considered and changes 
in weed control, along with a suggestion 
for using Act 51 funds for snow plowing 
major streets. Kelly Bates, new president 
of Victoria Commons Homeowners 
Association pointed out some things that 
need to be done at Village Park. She asked 
about replacing the aerators with fountains, 
but was told that was too expensive; and 

e Was informed that ten pieces of Detroit 
Institute of Arts’ Inside/Out art will be 
installed at locations around Belleville 
within the DDA district and will stay until 
October. The installation date is scheduled 
for July 28. In 2011 there were six paintings 
installed by the DIA. 


School Board approves 
contract with secretaries 
with 1.25% increase

A 1.25% increase in the salary schedule 
for the 2016-17 school year was approved 
for the 15 educational secretaries by the Van 
Buren Public Schools Board of Education 
at a special meeting Monday. 

Peter Kudlak said it was 
agreed to change the current MESSA 
health insurance to a higher deductible 
MESSA plan, with an agreement to look at 
other providers in the fall. 

Because of the switch to the higher 
deductible MESSA insurance, which saves 
both the secretaries and the district money, 
it allowed the district to agree to the 1.25% 
increase in the salary schedule, he said. 

The Van Buren Association of Educational 
Secretaries ratified the one-year contract 
agreement on July 21. 

The parties agreed to continue negotiations 
on all provisions of the current collective 
bargaining agreement prior to Sept. 30. 

Supt. Kudlak said this salary increase

I received a call from Derek, one of our 
readers, who took exception to a quote from 
Belleville Police Chief Hal Berriman in last 
week’s paper. Chief Berriman is quoted as 
saying: “I’m proud of the citizens in this 
community for standing behind us.” 

My caller said many of the black members 
of the community in the City of Belleville 
feel the department is racist because it 
doesn’t have any black officers. 

“A lot of blacks feel uncomfortable with 
that,” he said, noting that when he talked to 
Chief Berriman about it a while back, the 
chief said no blacks apply and that the city 
does have a black officer in its volunteer 
Reserve unit. (Now, there are two.) 

“I personally know of two officers that 
applied,” Derek said. He said he has no 
problem with police and his wife has been 
with U.S. Customs for 20 years. 

“I hope it changes here,” Derek said. “We 
need law enforcement, but there are quite a 
few minorities in town.” 

I agreed that that the department should 
look like the community. 

Derek said they have been talking about 
this subject at church and someone at 
the church is affiliated with Black Lives 
Matter, which could be brought into the 
discussion. 

“We should have black, white, Hispanic 
officers,” Derek said. “That could cause 
a law suit because of what’s going on 
nationwide. We love our police officers, 
but we just want it to be fair.”

John McErlane, one of the owners of Great 
Lakes Towing in Van Buren Township, 
said he was disappointed at the comments 
attributed to Reg Ion at the July 19 VBT

John said his company is called by 
VBT Police when a towing is needed. 
He said whenever they tow, they clean 
up an accident scene and there is a place 
in paperwork for police to sign off on the 
cleanup. 

He said Ion was wrong in the amount they 
charge for towing. He said they charge $110 
for the tow, plus $25 per day impoundment 
charge. He said he looked up the accident 
at the Beck Road/South Ecorse Service 
Drive intersection and their records show 
the charge was $345 total which includes 
both cars. 

He said people are always unhappy when 
their car is towed and impounded. 

John said if the cleanup by their driver 
was missed for some reason, they didn’t 
know because the police never called. He 
said he wished Reg would have called 
them, but we agreed Reg probably didn’t 
like them because of the incident with his 
son’s car. 

John said they don’t just go out looking 
for cars to tow. The police call them and 
then they tow. 

He said his company charges a fair rate 
and, “We don’t try to get rich off of one 
tow.” Reg had stated a figure of $12,000 
that Great Lakes got for towing in that 
accident without cleaning up. 

John said that figure is definitely incorrect. 
Later, Reg said it was just a figure pulled 
out of the air to illustrate the company

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did not have to pay this huge tax because he 
is not a property owner. He is also making 
promises that are either unrealistic or have 
already been accomplished.

her accomplishments have been. 

She also asked several township unions 
for their endorsement. She was endorsed by 
one (patrol / dispatch union), primarily due 
to the union president who is helping her 
on the campaign.

He said board secretary Kevin English 
pointed out Board Policy 3140 says once 
accepted the board can’t rescind. 

“I thought about it,” Supt. Kudlak said. 
“She doesn’t have another job lined up ... I 
was thinking about rescinding ... we don’t 
want to rescind or go around the policy. We 
could go through the hiring process.” 

He said two or three people have shown 
interest in the position and, “She could be 
one of them. She could come out of the pile 

Trustee Sherry Frazier said she thought 
it was important to keep continuity and 
consistency. She said with a new HR 
director, new superintendent, a new 
business director would be a lot. 

“She has been with us for two years,” 
Trustee Frazier said. “If she applies for the 
job...” 

Kovach agreed that continuity is 
important, if the superintendent thinks 
she is right for the job. Kovach said she 
really was impressed with the explanation 
Barker recently gave the board on the non- 
homestead tax proposal. 

“We have this policy for board reasons,” 
Secretary English said. “I would be open to 
having her reapply.” 

“If she was the best to apply, hire her,” 
Toth said. 

Supt. Kudlak said the board needs to stay 
with its policy. 

After that discussion, David Peer asked 
from the audience about the district’s 
curriculum and the new textbooks 
purchased. 

“A lot of kids can’t read,” said Peer, who 
served as school board president for many 
years. He said in the past they have been 
told that’s because there are too many poor 
kids in the district, but kids who are not 
poor can’t read, either. He said about 40% 
of the kids aren’t proficient in reading. 

He suggested the district ask the teachers 
what they think would help, saying they 
might find ways to help them teach. 

Frazier said the district continually 
compiles big reports with lots of pages 
on what to do, “but we need to ask the 
teachers. Nobody is as close to the students 
as the teachers.” 

“If the teachers knew how to do it, we 


wouldn’t have so many that couldn’t 
read,” Peer said. He said at a recent 
meeting a parent said an advanced class 
was eliminated at one of the schools and 
nobody knew about it. 

“Financing is always going to be an 
issue,” Peer said. “We never will have a 
finance officer say, ‘Hey, we’ve got enough 
to do whatever you want.’” 

He said it is amazing that it’s always a 
surprise when the board gets the MEAP 
scores, or whatever other scores. 

He said Van Buren is near the state 
average in demographics, yet the state is 
doing better than the district in scores. 

Frazier moved her comments to the 
Savage school teacher issue, noting after 
the last regular school board meeting as 
she was on her way to her car she saw two 
individuals in the meeting. 

They were two of the original Savage 
Five that had been taken from their classes 
in January. She said she told them they 
shouldn’t be on school grounds and they 
said now they can be on school grounds 
and they got their places back at Savage. 

Frazier said she asked at a board meeting 
for an update on the Savage situation and 
didn’t get it and now the teachers tell her 
they’ve had their 14-day suspension and 
they are to report for classes this fall. 

Kovach said following the 14-day 
suspension everything is settled. 

Peer added that technically they never lost 
their jobs and the end report recommended 
14 days suspension and this fall they can 
grieve the 14 days. 

“They sued,” Frazier reminded the board. 
“They got their pay. They never missed a 
paycheck.” 

“I never rescinded anything,” said Supt. 
Kudlak. “Kullis did it before I got here.” He 
referred to Diane Kullis who was interim 
superintendent. 

There was resolution to the entire thing, 
Toth said. 

“We decided to go to arbitration and 
Shonta (Green) had already drawn up the 
tenure charges,” Frazier said. 

English said he was uncomfortable 
with discussing this in public and Frazier 
accused him of wanting to hold his head 
in the sand. 

Trustee Kelly Owen made a motion to 
adjourn. 

Frazier said she’d like Supt. Kudlak to

report on the resolution to the Savage 
situation. “It does make us look ignorant,” 
she said. 

[Supt. Kudlak was wearing his arm in a 
sling at the meeting. He explained that he 
had been playing softball and slid head- 
first into a base instead of feet-first. He was 
safe but his team lost the game. He then 
took his son to a Tiger game before going 
to emergency to get his arm set.] 

Civil Rights Law Suit 

The federal Civil Rights law suit against 
the school district, board members (except 
Frazier) and others brought by four of 
the Savage Five teachers is wending its 
way through federal court. A scheduling 
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conference is ordered for Aug. 4 at 10 
a.m. before U.S. District Judge Robert H. 
Cleland. 

Judge Cleland has ordered the plaintiffs 
to meet with the defendant and to file a plan 
seven days before the conference, with the 
likelihood of a settlement shown, along 
with consideration of a district court bench 
trial instead of the jury trial demanded, 
among other options. 

Judge Cleland’s July 22 order notes: 
“All commitments, representation, and 
deadlines decided and announced at the 
conference, including trial and other dates, 
will be binding.” 


VBT cuts down work on Beck Ball 
Fields Pavilion to fit CDBG funds

The township has to use its remaining 
2014 federal Community Development 
Block Grant funds for an approved project 
by September, so at its July 19 meeting, 
the Van Buren Township Board approved 
a contract and an immediate change order 
for the Beck Ball Fields Pavilion Project. 

First, the contract for the project was 
granted to Rolar Property Services for 
$106,293.43 to build a 30’x44’ pavilion, 
the last phase of a multi-year CDBG project 
to improve the facilities at Beck Ball Field. 
Rolar was the low bidder of four. 

But, the budget for this CDBG project 
is only $79,665, so it was decided the 
appropriate way to handle this was to 
approve the contract and then immediately 
approve Change Order #1 to reduce the 
size of the pavilion to 26’x32’ and to 
remove electrical service from the project 
and reduce some of the landscaping. This 
put the cost to $78,739.99. 

Previously, $352,828.10 in CDBG 
funds had been used to repair the dugouts, 
install fencing and landscaping, construct 
a playground, and install ADA-accessible 
paths. The construction of the pavilion 
also was to include installing connecting 
sidewalk to the pavilion. 

In explaining the project, consultant 
Patrick Sloan from McKenna Associates 
said this is the final phase of the CDBG 
project and in 2014 this area was considered 
a low to moderate income area by CDBG, 
and so was eligible for the funds. But now 
it isn’t. 

The 2014 funds are authorized through 
September, so if the township signs the 
contract and work starts by September it 
can use the money and work through the 
end of the construction season. Otherwise, 
it can’t. No 2015 or 2015 CDBG funds can 
be used on the project. 

Also at its meeting on July 19, the 
board: 

e Approved a union contract with the 
American Federation of State, County and 
Municipal Employees (AFSCME) Local

by competitive bid and get a better price; 

e Approved the Local Governing Body 
Resolution fora Charitable Gaming License 
for the Western Wayne Quilting Guild to 
conduct a quilt raffle to earn money for 
ongoing charitable sewing projects; 

e Approved the purchase of Self- 
Contained Breathing Apparatus (SCBA) 
by the fire department to handle a regional, 
FEMA grant of $1.5 million for VBT 
and nine other agencies.

Fire Chief Dan 
Besson said VBT will do the legwork and 
he said Treasurer Sharry Budd and her 
Deputy Sean Bellingham said they can 
make it work.

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VBT Environmental Commission to consider penalties for coal tar

The Van Buren Township Environmental 
Commission directed that information 
be gathered on penalties levied by other 
communities on use of coal tar driveway 
sealants. 

At its regular meeting July 20, chairman 
David Brownlee asked Matthew Best, 
deputy director of the planning and 
economic development department, to get 
the new ordinance passed by Hamburg 
Township earlier that week and the Ann 
Arbor ordinance recently passed. 

This will be on the agenda of the Aug. 17 
commission meeting for discussion. 

Trustee Jeff Jahr, who sits on the 
Environmental Commission, announced 
at the beginning of the meeting that he 
saw Channel 4’s report on that evening’s 
6’clock news about Hamburg Township 
passing an ordinance banning coal tar use 
in the township. He said both Van Buren 
Township and Ann Arbor were cited as 
having coal tar bans. 

He said Hamburg limits its coal tar use to 
.1% and VBT’s limit is 1%, so Hamburg’s 
ban is tighter. 

Brownlee said he was alerted that the City 
of Belleville sent out trifolds on coal tar 
from the Huron River Watershed Council 
with their water bills. VBT has yet to send 
out the information to its residents. 

Brownlee read an email from the 
Independent telling of a call received from 
a driveway sealant firm. The caller said 
some firms are ignoring the ban because 
there is no penalty and lying to customers 
about what is being applied. 

“If we don’t have a penalty...” Brownlee 
said. “If we don’t have resources to enforce 
the ordinance ... if we find there is a 
violation, there is no penalty.” 

Brownlee suggested looking at the 
ordinance and consider penalties, so if they 
find a major violation, they could act. 

“Look at Ann Arbor and Hamburg and 
see what they’re doing,” Trustee Jahr said. 
“I think it’s self-enforcing here ... telling 
homeowners about the dangers of coal 
tar...” 

Best said he would gather the information 
and assured commissioners that the 
township’s ordinance enforcement team 
is able to enforce whatever ordinance 
necessary. 

He said there is no way for enforcement 
now because the township doesn’t issue 
permits for driveway sealing, but it can do 


anything with site plans. 

“We skated up to it and backed off,” Jahr 
said of penalties. “There are a variety of 
ways of doing it.” 

“Anyone with a truck can come in and 
apply sealant,” Best said “Police can’t be 
everywhere.” 

“We’re getting more sophisticated,” Jahr 
said. 

“If there was a one-time enforcement, 
others would see,” Brownlee said. 

Commissioner Norm DeBuck said he 
understood the feelings of the person 
who called the Independent to say other 
companies were lying to customers, telling 
them the coal tar they were putting down 
actually was asphalt. 

“If we’re all playing by the rules, if 
we’re on a level playing field, we can do 
business,” Commissioner DeBuck said. 
“This issue is going to push us to some sort 
of penalty.” 

“A fine does give us some teeth,” 
Brownlee said. 

“If this is something you want them 
(ordinance enforcers) to do, they will do 
it,” Best said. 

Brownlee said he hasn’t heard from State 
Rep. Kristy Pagan about the coal tar bill 
she submitted at the state level and he was 
told it’s still in committee. 

Brownlee said he takes a bike ride every 
morning and he sees the drives being 
sealed. He suggested he may bring his 
testing kit along and scrape some sealant 
off to get a sample. He stressed he would 
take it from the public road where the new 
sealant always is dribbled. 

e Heard a report from Best on the 
Lakeshore Management Workgroup. He 
said there are 15 people in the group and 
they have met 3 % times (one time for 
half an hour) and they have a draft of a 
document they will present to the planning 
commission’s lakeshore committee. 
They are first waiting for clarification on 
what the DNR rules are. He said a lot of 
the concerns of the residents have been 
resolved in the new document, but a lot of 
the original document is still there. “Ron 
(Akers) and I facilitated the group, but 
the residents really made this work,” Best 
said. He said he would give a copy of the 
draft to the Environmental Commission 
so members can make comments to the 
planning commission committee; 

e Discussed information on honey bees 
and pollinators furnished to the commission 
by Commissioner David Wilson who was

unable to attend the meeting because of 
illness. Best said he has been fortunate to 
work on a lot of land use and has found 
vegetation and green space can be better 
than gray space. He said the latest craze is 
about pollinators, who are not just bees. He 
said a bee can only travel about a mile and 
others about half a mile and so pollinator 
pockets need to be set up. “Dave is looking 
for us to start educating ourselves,” Best 
said, suggesting going to www.pollinator. 
com. Grants are available, he said. “We 
couldn’t call ourselves an Environmental 
Commission if we ignored this,” Brownlee 
said. “There isn’t anyone here who 
doesn’t benefit from this ... We need to 
start developing a strategy of how to deal 
with them ... See how other communities 
deal with this.’ Commissioner DeBuck, a 
farmer, said he lives it every day and the 
bumble bees are incredible. The items will 
be on the next agenda; 

e Discussed the kinds and sizes of maps 
the commission would like to see on the 
walls of the meeting room for reference 


when discussing the township. Best said he 
would talk to Buildings & Grounds about 
putting up the maps; 

e Heard Best say he is serving on the 
Alliance of Rouge Communities as a voting 
member and the Alliance of Downriver 
Watersheds as vice chairman. He said he 
helped to start the ADW. The commission 
discussed removal efforts for the worst 
invasive plant in the world, phragmites 
(common weed cane) including Rodeo 
application, which is used on freeways. 
Buckthorn is also being removed from 
parks. Jahr said the milfoil in the lake is 
farther than usual and caught in the props 
of his boat recently. Best said conditions 
were right for an algae bloom in Belleville 
Lake the following week; and 

e Briefly discussed storm water. Best 
said because of coal tar, sediment in 
drainage ponds show PAH residue, which 
is hazardous waste. “We’re looking at ... 
how to be a better partner” with storm 
water. “Hopefully the next time we meet 
we can talk about what we can do.” 


Phil McKenna steps down, sells
